The only difference in the conditions 
at the Michigan and lowa State Fairs 
is that the parents are charged a $2 
fee for exhiditor's tickef at Detroit, 
Whereas no exhibitor’s ticket or en- 
trance fee is required at Des Moines. 
The prizes are similar—being a siivet 
up for the first prize, napkin ring for 
econd, and silver spoon for third 
prize, with the same classification. At 
these two fairs, the thoroughness of 
he examination requires a number of 
examining physicians and aleo te- 
quires that the competition last for 
lone week. In Toronto, the child wel- 
fare contest is not developed to the 
same extent, and the event conducted 
here is called a Baby Show. It is 
ill carried out on one day—in the 
Dairy building on Labor Day; it is

Should Be Started Early 
Through the diplomacy and cdur- 


tesy and the courtly manners of our 
worthy president, Mr. Melintosh, we 
were particularly favored ‘by ‘the 


superintendent and doctors in charge 
at Des Moines, with being given every 
opportunity to obtain information as 
to their manner of conducting the 
contests, If this proposition ts favored 
and taken up by the board of direc- 
tors, it should be started early. in the 
year, and should be conducted by a 
committee which could secure the co- 
operation of all agengies interested In 
child welfare work, including the local 
medical society, and, «cf course, it 
would be necessary to have the co- 
|} operation of the provincial govern- 
ment in order to carry it out efficiently 
and make it provincial in scope. 

There are many matters in con- 
nection with the successful carrying 
out of a contest of this kind, such as 
the arranging for equipment and sup- 
plies, conducting the mothers and chil- 
dren to the examining room, pro- 
viding toys, ete., for waiting children, 
or taking precautions against spread- 
ing contagious diseases, etc, The time 
was never more propitious In Alberta 
for a better babies contest, with the 
loss of 60 many of our young men, 
with the mixed population in the coun- 
try, and with the influx of new settlers. 
It is important that our future citizens 
are started out right. 

Big Support From Public 

It will, of course, be out of ‘the 
question to attempt to go into details 
about the many matters of interest 
which impressed us, I would like to 
refer, however, to two or three. In 
the first place, the support which agri- 
cultural fairs are getting from the 
public was phenomenal. 


properly conducted meet with public 
favor, due perhaps to the largely in- 
creased interest which is being taken 
in agriculture, and the good work 
which the exhibitions are doing to 
bring the country and cities. closer to- 
gether. 

Another feature which impressed us 
at all the fairs was not only the co-

who had enlisted from the state of 
Iowa—something over 80,000. This 
was done to the playing of the national 
anthem, with everybody standing; the 
enthusiasm which this aroused was 
tremendous, and it is unnecessary to 
refer to the patriotic feelings which 
it inspired.

A great war drama entitled ‘The 
World War" was given every evening, 
showing how war is carried on accord:

erect the new military hospital in 
Edmonton instead of at Calgary, 
or both. According to the Herald 
the city of Edmonton has entered

|Calgary in making offers to sup- 


ply the Militia Department with 
accommodation for the men, free 
water,. light, and goodness knows 
what else;as aresult of which, the 
Herald claims, the Militia Depart- 
ment is very seriously considering 
the transfer of the military head- 
quarters from Calgary to Edmon- 
ton. 

Apparently, in the opinion of 
the Herald, the Dominion Govern- 
ment has adopted a policy of put- 
ting training camps up for aue- 
tion, and inviting cities to bid 
against each other to secure their 
location ; the Government locating 
the camps wherever the largest 
share of the eost of aceommoda- 
tion and maintenance can be 
squeezed out of the pockets of the 
local taxpayers. 

That is contrary to the general 
assuinption, It has been claimed | 
hitherto that training camps were 
located, or supposed to be located, 
the conditions — were} 
proper ac- 
commodation and training of the 
soldiers. Certainly in previous 
years, when Edmonton has ap- 
proached Ottawa on the subject 
of having troops wintered here, 
the reply consistently made was 
that it was more in the interests of 
efficiency that the men should all | 
be trained together, and trained | 
in the camp at Calgary.
